Nursery Location 


The nursery is located about two miles east of 
Brooks near Lake Labish and has an attractive 
seting amidst a natural stand of fir, dogwood, and 
maple. Landscape plans are now underway and the 
finished picture gives promise of a beautiful dis- 
play in spring’ and early summer when the Rhodo- 
dendrons are at their best. A cordial invitation is ex- 
tended to all flower lovers to visit the nursery, par- 
ticularly during the months of April, May and June. 
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Cultural Directions 


SOIL: Generally speaking, Rhododendrons require 
an acid soil that is well drained. A generous ap- 
plication of peat or well decayed leaves scatter- 
ed on the bed before spading will provide a fri- 
able compost for the hair like roots and also 
assist in keeping the soil acid. 


PLANTING: Rhododendrons are essentially surface 
rooters, therefore, plant them so that the top 
of the root ball is barely one inch below the 
soil level. We feel safe in saying that 90% of 
the cultural difficulties encountered are di- 
rectly traceable to deep planting. 


Dig a hole several inches in excess of the 
ball’s depth and width, fill in around the ball 
with equal parts of peat and loam, tamp with 
a shovel handle to prevent undue settling and 
water thoroughly. In a heavy clay, we advise 
that the soil be removed to at least twice the 
diameter of the ball’s width and replaced with 
a silty loam. Planting may be carried out be- 
tween the months of Sepember and April, but 
we strongly recommend that this operation be 
performed in the fall so that the plant has a 
chance to become established before the sum- 
mer months. 


MULCHING: After planting, mulch with two or 
three inches of peat, decayed leaves, or dried 
fern. This mulch has a three fold purpose. 1) 
It protects the roots from drying out. 2) It 
helps conserve moisture during the summer 
heat. 3) It ultimately becomes a source of 
food available to the surface feeding roots. 
On well established specimens, a top dressing: 
of decayed cow manure, applied before the 
fall rains, will be found beneficial. 


WATERING: The progenitors of most Rhododen- 
dron hybrids are native to regions where the 
humidity is relatively high so that during warm 
summer days the plants appreciate overhead 
sprinkling night and morning to reduce the 
evaporation rate on leaf surfaces. They imbibe 
water in quantity during the growing season, 
but overwatering is disasterous if the soil has 
been insufficiently lightened and water accu- 
mulates about the root system. The question of 
adequate drainage cannot be too strongly em- 


phasized. A minimum of water is required 
during the dormant period which occurs in late 
fall. 


SHELTER: Partial shade and protection from cut- 
ting winds is essential. Good shade trees in- 
clude the following: pines, oaks, larch, larger 
magnolias and the flowering fruit trees. Dense 
overhead shade is not to be recommended be- 
cause a certain amount of sunlight is necessary 
to “‘vipen’’ the wood in order that flower buds 
may be formed and also to prevent the plant 
from becoming leggy and drawn. 


AFTER FLOWERING: Remove all faded blooms 
from the plants to prevent the formation of 
seed pods. This will conserve the plant’s 
strength and help promote sturdy new growth.

Hardiness, Ratings and 
Flowering Period 


HARDINESS: Since the majority of hybrids listed 
were originally created in Great Britain, we 
are almost entirely dependent upon the Year 
Books of the British Rhododendron Associa- 
tion on hardiness and desirability. We are hope- 
ful that the American Rhododendron Society 
will be in a position to publish their own rat- 
ings within the very near future and, when this 
information is forthcoming, it will be used to 
determine the merits of hybrids under our own 
climatic conditions. The Arboretum Founda- 
tion, Seattle, Washington, in their excellent 
publication “The Handbook of Rhododendrons”’ 
has shown the way by conducting a survey of 
the comparative hardiness of a wide range of 
hybrids. By combining their findings with our 
own experience in the nursery we have indi- 
cated what we consider to be an estimate of 
the hardiness of the hybrids listed in our cata- 
logue. 

(A) Hardy and will stand full exposure. 

(B) Hardy but requires partial shade for best 
results. 

(C) Hardy along the coast and in sheltered 
places in inland gardens.

We have been in correspondence with numerous 
customers located in the warmer areas of Long 
Island and southward through the more temperate 
regions of Delaware, Maryland, Virginia, the Caro- 
linas, and Georgia.

RATINGS: The asterisks (*) preceding the varietal 
name indicates the rating of the variety in 
question. Where there are no asterisks preced- 
ing the varietal name, it indicates that it is too 
new to be rated. 


FLOWERING PERIOD: The fowering period varies 
somewhat from year to year therefore we have 
indicated the time of blooming by season e. g. 
early, mid-season, and late. The early season 
would be in April, the mid-season in May, and 
the late in June with some overlapping from 
month to month,

To 
give an example of his thoroughness, Mr. de Roth- 
schild would use only the best of the species and in 
many instances would inbreed the specigs itself to 
obtain a superior parent, or he would’ drive con- 
siderable distances to collect pollen for use on a 
selected plant. Such diligence is reflected in the 
superior hybrids which he has left behind as a 
fitting monument to his skill and patience. We are 
indeed proud and consider ourselves fortunate to 
have the privilege of offering these items from 
Exbury which are the result of a lifetime of study 
and effort on the part of Lionel de Rothschild, one 
of England’s most outstanding breeders of modern

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CLONE is actually a part of the original plant 
officially described in the literature of the Royal 
Horticultural Society and furthermore, any seed- 
ling out of the same cross may not even resemble 
the Award or selected plant.
